A OEEAT V10TORT. 

The capture of the Hokol ridfe in Mscedonia by 
the Serbian and French troops has been expanded 
into a iprat victory. The Bulgars and Teutons are 
I in fuil retreat on a twenty-6ve mile front between 
Monastir and the Vardar, the Allies having thrown 
them back twelve miles up to last night, capturing 
forty-five villages and so much material and so 
many prisoners that, according to the Olfidsl Ser¬ 
bian report, the victors have not had time to count 

It was unnecessary for the Serbian commnnica- 
tion to say that the Allies were pursuing the flying 
enemy night and day; the Serbs are fighting among 
their beloved mountains, for the liberation of their 
homeland, and are fired by the reeelleelion of their 
sufferings at the hand of the brutal foe. They have 
the Bulgars where they want them and they will 
press their advantage to the ntifiosj. 

According to to-day’s bulletin th^ Allies have 
taien points east of Prilep, about thirty miles north¬ 
east of lloiiastir and on the highway between Mon¬ 
astir ami the Vanlar Kiver. This puts them near 
"'■'the easrern enfrinee oftheTlahuha Pais, through 
which the Bulgar-Tcutonic forces made their 
way. to Monastir three years ago. If the pasa be at- 
■'"cureil bJr’^hV ATTi^ the part oP the enemy front 
north of Momtstfr and, thereftire, west of tfic Serbo- 
i French wedge, will be unable to retreat by that 
road to the Vardar. They will have to retire by a 
roundabout road which runs due north from Mon- 
astir and then east to Uskub, on the Vardar, a town 
which commands the main road to Sofia, the capital 

lentea. is the ultimata objective of the Allied 

If the Serbs and French be gbie to maintain 
their progress the line of advance'necessarily must 
be extended, for the enemy front from Monmitir 
•- w e s t wa rd thmoph Albrrria to the Adriatic fltnsr 
shortly 'be' affected. Likewise, Ihe British 
and Greek forces in the east, that is, from 
Lake Uoiran to the Aegean—who are near 
the southern border of Bulgaria—before long may 
be heard from. It ssay be, however, that 
they will await further developmeqU ia the 
centre, for if the Serba and French should reach 
Vaknb and thua gain poases-sion of the whole Vardar 
Valley from that point southward the way wouH be 
•pen for an invaaioD of Bulgaria by the Serbs and 
French from the west, and by. the Britirii and 
Greek'4 from the south. 

It is along the Vardar, which flows southward 
through Serbia and Greece into the Aegean at Sa- 
lonica, that the Oaly railway line in that eouhtry 
runs. It was over that road, h. will be remembered, 
that the Serbs received munitions during their de¬ 
fence against their enemies in 191.%. If the Serbs 
and French advance northeast to.
